DISTRICT NO. I. 


Prudential Committee, W. G. Livingston, J. F. Noone 
and EK. Howe. 


‘GRAMMAR DEPARTMENT. 


The Summer, Fall and Winter Terms were under - 
the instruction of Miss H. Alta Robbe. .This was a 
thoroughly good school. The discipline was excel- 
lent, the instruction thorough, and the progress 
marked. 

INTERMEDIATE DEPARTMENT. 


The Summer Term of this department was under 
the instruction of Miss Sarah A. Fletcher, whose 
labors were, as ever, faithful and successful. 

Miss Fletcher retiring on account of ill health in 
her family, Miss Maria Chase was promoted from the 
primary department to fill the vacancy. Miss Chase 
needs no praise. Itis a fortunate school that secures 
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her services ; it were an unwise committee who would 
part with them while they can be retained. 


PRIMARY DEPARTMENT. 


Summer T’erm—Teacher, Miss Maria Chase. Miss 
Chase gave excellent mstruction in this department, 
and was greatly beloved by her pupils. 

Fall and Winter Terms—Teacher, Miss Jennie N. 
Clark. “In succeeding so efficient and successful a 
teacher as Miss Chase in the care of this school, Miss 
Clark occupied a very trying position ; but she suc- 
ceeded most admirably in her work. The examina- 
tions showed that the little ones in this department 
had received good discipline and faithful instruction. 


DISTRICT NO. IL 
Prudential Cominittee, Mr. John Upton. 


Summer and Winter Terms—Teacher, Miss Ellen 
M. Nahor. This is one of our largest and best 
» schools outside of the Centre Village. Here are 
some good minds, and the teacher sueceeded in 
awakening a good degree of enthusiasm in the schol- 
ars under her charge. They made good advance in 
their studies, and were well disciplined, Miss Nahor 
is one of our most successful teachers of youth. 


DISTRICT NO. IIL. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. Harvey Hadley. 


Summer Term—Teacher, Miss Abbie C. Robbe. 
Miss Robbe is one of our most successful teachers. 
She has had much experience in teaching, and good ~ 
order prevails in her schools. The school made 
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good progress, and the examination passed off pleas- 
antly. 

Winter Term—Teacher, Miss Hattie B. Lovejoy. 
‘Miss Lovejoy brought much experience and good 
scholarship to her work in this school. Quiet but 
decided in her government, she carried the school 
through the term most successfully, and-the examina- 
tion showed that the scholars had done well and made 
good progress. 


DISTRICT NO. IV. 


- Prudential Committee, Mr. W. H. Longley. 


This district has had two terms of school during 
the past year, both of which were under the instruc- 
tion of Miss Nellie Farrar. Miss Farrar brought to 
her task no previous experience, but she steadily de- 
veloped a natural fitness for it, which carried her very 
successfully through. She succeeded well the first 
term, but the second was a great improvement upon 
the first. We hope we may meet Miss Farrar in a 
like relation again. 


DISTRICT NO. V. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. Emery Alexander. 


This school, during both the Summer and Fall 
Terms, was under the care of Miss Mary EK. Buck- 
minster. The amount of schooling in this district is 
small, and consequently the school is somewhat back- 
ward. Miss Buckminster succeeded in awakening a 
good deal of interest, and the progress was very com- 
mendable. We think more progress would be made 
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if the amount of schooling was put into one term, 
than by the present method of having two terms of 
only six or seven weeks’ duration. 


DISTRICT NO. VI. 


Prudential Committee, Mr. Robert Morrison. 


The Summer Term was taught by Miss Emma J. 
Nahor, a teacher of large experience. She is too 
favorably known in this community to need any com- 
mendation on our part. Suffice it tosay that teacher 
and scholars were interested, and the progress was 
good. : 

The Winter Term was taught by Mr. Charles A. 
Fosdick, an old and experienced teacher. ‘The disci- 
pline was excellent, and the progress good. There 
are some very good scholars in this district, that 
should avail themselves of the advantages offered by 
our High School. 


DISTRICT NO. VIL 


Prudential Committee, Mr. G. W. Ames. 


Two terins were taught in this district, under the 
charge of Miss Fannie Washburn. Her value as a 
teacher is attested by the fact that this is the second - 
year that she has taught in this district. At the Fall 
Term we missed some of the older and brighter 
scholars, they having been admitted to the High 
School. 
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DISTRICT NO. VIII. 


Prudential Committee, Mr. William H. Hadley. 


Summer and Fall Terms—Teacher, Miss Lizzie M. 
Cummings. This was Miss Cummings’ first school, 
but she showed some of the best elements of a teach- 
er. Her government was excellent, and she labored 
most faithfully for the school. Great credit is due 
her, and with more experience she will make.a first- 
class teacher. 


DISTRICT NO. IX. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. J. M. Collins. 


The Summer Term was under the instruction of 
Miss Jennie G. Stebbins of Manchester. She was 
without previous experience, but otherwise thor- 
oughly equipped for her work. She entered upon 
her duties with an enthusiasm which seemed a cer- 
tain prophesy of the highest order of success. The 
result justified our expectations. We have rarely 
seen a school acquit itself better at the final exami- 
nation. If Miss Stebbins continues to teach, we see 
no reason why she may not find a place in the high- 
er ranks of her calling. 

The Fall and Winter Terms were under the in- 
struction of Miss Abbie C. Robbe, whose previous 

successful labors are so well known that commenda- 
tion here would be superfluous. Will it not be wise 
for this district to retain her services ? 7 
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DISTRICT NO. X. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. Willard Carey. 


Winter Term—Teacher, Miss Alzina L. Hayward. 
This school was fortunate in two respects. The same 
teacher as last year took charge of it, and quite a 
number of scholars came into the school from other 
districts. The school was under good discipline and 
well instructed by one whose scholarship and experi- 
ence fit her for a good position as a teacher of 
youth. | 


DISTRICT NO. XI. 3 
Prudential Committee, Mr. D. M. MeClenning. 


Two terms, aggregating fifteen weeks, are all this 
district has enjoyed. This must impress every one 
as insufficient. Both terms were under the instruc- 
tion of Miss Georgie Lynch, of the village district, 
from whose conscientious labors good results were 
realized. But it cannot be expected that a school 
will ever attain a very high standing while scholars 
have between terms such ample opportunity to for- 
get what they have learned. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


Mr. Maryatt, the former principal, resigned at the 
close of the Summer Term, and Mr. L. C. Cornish 
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was elected to succeed him. Mr. Cornish came fresh 

from his academic pursuits, wherein, as a scholar. 
he had won the highest rank and honor. On Mr. 
Maryatt’s leaving, the committee feared there might 
be a lowering of the tone and character of this 
school, which he had maintained so well. His suc- 
cessor, however, proved not only a scholar, but an 
excellent teacher and disciplinarian, and it is not too 
much to say that the standing of the school was 
never better than now. Miss Thompson, who for 
three years has labored here as assistant, we hope 
will continne to give us her faithful services. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


Our schools have been attended with their usual 
degree of prosperity during the past year. We are 
sorry to report that but little improvement has been 
made. As in the past, so in the present, there seems 
a painful want of interest in them ; painful when we 
reflect on their vast importance to the individual and 
to the community at large. _ We cannot feel that the 
town discharges its just obligation in affording to so 
many of the children such inadequate opportunities. 
We cannot feel that the smaller districts are true to 
themselves in not uniting themselves with the adja- 
cent larger districts; or, what would in some cases be 
more practicable, raismg money of themselves to 
lengthen out their schools. We cannot feel that the 
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parents are undeserving of censure in that they do 
not take a livelier personal interest in the education 
of their children. In districts where the amount of 
schooling is very small, the convenience of having the 
sons on the farm and the daughters in the kitchen, 
often deprives them in good measure of the meager 
opportunity they might otherwise enjoy. 

We have been pleased to meet, during the past 
year, in some of our districts, the same teachers who 
were employed last year. We cannot forbear to re- 
mark that there is a wise policy herein involved. 
Many seem to feel that a teacher can be useful only 
fora term or two. With us the opinion prevails 
that, while a poor teacher can hardly be dismissed 


too quick, a good one can rarely be retained too long. 


We would recommend that, as far as- possible, pru- 
dential committees employ for the coming year those 
teachers whose services have hitherto been found 
profitable in their schools.
